87 Es trom London, fw a trip to the weft- 
ward which gave us chace, Judging her to be a French 
privateer, we prepared for defence. At about 8 a, mt. the 
privateer being near, hoifled French colors at her mizen, 
and a bloody flag at. the meio-top-gallant-maft head. 
Capt. Deale, of the Lewis, obferving that the enemy in- 
tended to lay him on board, wore his thip round to give 
tim bis broadfide, in doing which he placed his thip 
nearly athwart the enemy, who approaching, poured in a 
volley of mufquetry, aod then boarded, at the fame time 
carrying away bis bowfprit. When the Lewis wore about, 
we wore allo, and attacked the enemy with all our force, 
and he attacked us with both cannon and {mall arms. Jn 
a little time we found the cannon of the Lewis turned on 
us, the being in poffeflioa of the enemy---we now thought 
of attempting to efcape, which we had hopes of effcéting 
by hauliag tothe wind, fuppofing the euemy could not 
chace to the windward, without a bowfprit. Obferving 
ouriotention, the enemy quickly gave chace with both 
thips. The wind being flrong and the thip crank, we 
cogid not carry fail, it was therefore propoled and sgreed 
to caft over our lee guns, with their carriages, cut away an 
anchor from the lee we chains, flove feveral water catks, 
and caft them over, together with feveral other things, 
which fo'releafed the fhip, that we gained from the ene- 
my, who did aot chace long before he loft his fore-top- 
maft, and gave over chace, and called in his prize. 

** We had now time to look around and fee what da- 
mage we had fuftained in the conflift, and had w lament 
Mr Wiiam Murdock, our firft officer, having received a 
wound, of which he died in two days alicre--a young lad 
killed with a cannon ball, and ose man wounded in the 
head with a mufket ball; our rigging aud (ails berng much 
¢ut and torn, and our fore-top-mait cut nearly one third off, 
with 2 caunon ball. It appears arxt to a wonder that we 
thould have efcaped the privateer, heving 20 or 22 guas, 
and to appearance a great many men---and we having re- 
ceived two or three broadfides from the Lewis after the 
enemy had taken her, 

“ Nothing more material happeoed until .the 4th Feb. 
when in lat. 20, S. long. 65. E. from London, the wind 
was fo high, as to bring us too under fare-[ail, and double 
reefed main-iop-fail on the cap----the wind increafing, oa 
the 5th, hove the fhip too under poles, and lay thus about 
two hours, wheo finding i thip fo crank, that the lay on 
hes broad fide, reefed the fere-fail, feu it, and got the thip 
before the wind.
